REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS.

To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
Farm and House of Correction, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Jailer, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chap- 
lain and Auditors for the year ending December 31, 1917. 


COUNTY FARM. 


Since July 1, the County Farm has been in charge of 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph M. Lorden, who upon this date were 
appointed superintendent and matron. In the compara- 
tively short time they have been in charge, they have 
both shown their ability and desire to perform their 
respective duties in a most satisfactory manner. 

The proper care and treatment of all inmates of a public 
institution should be the first thought of all in authority. 
The next duty is to so administer the affairs of the insti- 
tution, that such good care and treatment may be pro- 
vided at a reasonable cost. A somewhat larger number 
of people are being cared for at the farm during the 
present winter, than in past seasons. The number in the 
House of Correction is somewhat smaller than usual. 

Notwithstanding the rather short and unfavorable sea- 
son, a new record was made in the amount of crops raised 
on the farm. ‘This fact, together with an increased cash 
income from the sale of farm products, board, labor of 
men and teams on the highways, etc., has made it pos- 
sible to keep the net cost per capita down to a compar- 
itively low figure. 
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Had it not been for this cash income of $10,480.84, the 
net cost would necessarily have been higher than usual, 
on account of the prevailing high prices of all food stuffs, 
clothing, grain, etc. 

During the year a valuable addition has been made to 
the farm by the purchase of a portion of the Ayers prop- 
erty, adjoining the County land on the north, also the 
purchase of the Cragg property on the south. The farm 
is wintering the largest amount of stock ever owned by 
the county.

On Thanksgiving morning the county lost a faithful, 
conscientious and efficient officer in the death of High 
Sheriff Charles P. Smith. Always courteous, kind and 
unassuming in the discharge of his duties, he made a 
host of friends throughout the county who deeply 
mourn his loss. On Dec. 1, the Court appointed Deputy 
Sheriff George A. Wooster as commissioner to perform 
the duties of sheriff for the unexpired term of Sheriff 
Smith. Mr. Wooster at once assumed his new duties 
and has since been in charge of the Jail, with the as-_ 
sistance of Mrs. Smith as matron.

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REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN 


The chaplain’s work has been carried on as_ usual 
throughout the year. During his illness in the spring 
and summer the desk was acceptably supplied by clergy- 
men from the vicinity. The Men’s League from Frank- 
lin has had charge of the services on a few occasions and 
by their earnest words have set forth the truth from the 
layman’s view-point. 

In his preaching the chaplain aims to avoid, sectarian 
doctrines, and to emphasize the universal truths of re- 
ligion and ethics—truths that men and women every- 
where live by. In doing this he endeavors to make it so 
simple that it shall not be beyond the understanding of 
his hearers. So far as possible he has sought acquaint- 
ance with the inmates, especially those in the hospital 
wards, and often he finds opportunity of giving needed 
aid and comfort. 

The services in the chapel, during part of the year, 
have been enriched by volunteer singers from the church 
~ at Boscawen. When these could be obtained, use has 
been made of.a Victrola on some occasions, and for the 
rest of the services have been without musical features. 
Of course this is not as it should be. Music is just as 
essential to the worship in our little chapel as it is in the 
great cathedral. I recommend that some person be se- 
cured who shall furnish the instrumental and vocal music, 
and that for this Service a suitable compensation be of- 
fered.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with P. S. Ch. 17, Sec. 9, 
I transmit the following statement in regard to civil 
actions pending at the April 1917 term of the Superior 
Court in favor of, or against, the county. 

County of Merrimack v. Malvina Fortin and the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company was a bill in equity 
upon which an injunction was issued restraining the 
Company from making any payment to Malvina Fortin 
on a policy issued on the life of Benjamin Allen. After 
the injunction was issued, the questions involved in the 
suit were adjusted to the satisfaction of Mr. McQuilkin, 
so that there was no occasion to proceed further with the 
suit. 

County of Merrimack v. Sarah L. Colby is a suit to re- 
cover the expenses of the last sickness of Moses Colby, 
the items consisting of the bill of Mrs. Annis, for nurs- 
ing, $124.28, and Dr. Cogswell’s bill of $75.60. It was in- 
formally understood between Mr. Martin, representing 
the defendant, and me, some time ago, that he would 
settle the case by paying the county $100. He has 
neglected to make this settlement, and if the settlement 
is not made, the case will be in order for trial at the Oc- 
tober term of court.

MERRIMACK COUNTY REPORT 2s 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


I respectfully submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1917. 

At the April term of the Superior Court, the Grand 
Jury found 18 indictments against 17 respondents as fol- 
lows: 


Adultery 3 
Aggravated assault 1 
Arson 1 
Assault with intent to rape 1 
Bigamy I 
Breaking and entering 5 
Larceny 5 
Obstructing highway 1 
Obstructing railroad track 1 
Rape ] 


Of these respondents, two were sentenced to prison, 
one to jail, four to the house of correction, and five paid 
fines. In the other cases, sentences were suspended, or 
the cases were continued for sentence. 


At the October term of the Superior Court, the Grand 
Jury found 27 indictments against 19 respondents as fol- 
lows: 

Breaking and entering 
Disorderly house 
Embezzlement 
Forgery 

Larceny 

Non support 
Pandering 

Rape 

Receiving stolen goods 
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Of these respondents, four were sentenced to prison, — 
four to jail, one to the house of correction, and one paid a 
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fine. In the other cases sentences were suspended, or the 
cases were continued. 

At both the April and October terms, the indictments 
were disposed of without the necessity of trial, with the 
exception of one rape case, one breaking and entering 
case, and the case of obstructing the highway. In all of 
these three cases where there was a trial, the jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty. 

During the first part of the year, prison sentences were 
also imposed in one embezzlement case, and one case of 
obtaining money under false pretences, the indictments 
in both cases having been found during the term of office 
of my predecessor. Costs were also collected in nine crim1- 
nal cases in which proceedings had been instituted by my 
predecessors and which were still on the docket of the 
Superior Court when I assumed office. 

The foregoing summary of proceedings in the Superior 
Court represents but a part, though perhaps the most 
prominent part, of the work which the county solicitor is 
called upon to do. In the case of crimes which do not 
require indictment by the Grand Jury, calls for advice 
and assistance are almost constantly received. In the 
course of the year, I have appeared in all the municipal 
courts in the county, although appearances in the Munic- 
ipal Court of Concord have been the most frequent, both 
because of the size of Concord, and because the Concord 
court is generally the most conveniently located for the 
trial of offences committed in those towns which have no 
municipal courts. ‘The principal classes of cases in which 
I have appeared in the municipal courts have been cases 
of larceny, non-support, illegal liquor selling, and oper- 
ating automobiles while under the influence of liquor. 

In the automobile cases, the policy of the Municipal 
Court of Concord in uniformly imposing jail sentences 
has resulted in numerous appeals to the Superior Court. 
So far as these appeals have been reached in the Superior 
Court, both jail sentences and fines have been enforced. 
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The large number of cases in which wives have been 
deserted by husbands and in which children have been 
abandoned by fathers and mothers calls for careful con- 
structive consideration. The extent and seriousness of 
the problems arising out of non-support and abandon- 
ment probably are not fully realized except by those 
whose duties bring them into direct contact with such 
problems. When the women or children abandoned have 
no legal settlement and are therefore likely to become 
county charges, appropriate action is taken by the county, 
but such cases are only a small proportion of the total 
number. A vigorous enforcement of the laws relating to 
this subject is desirable, even if in some cases the immed- 
iate result is a sentence to the jail or house of correction 
and a consequent temporary increase in the public ex- 
pense. An active interest in all these cases, not only by 
overseers of the poor and selectmen, but by charitable 
societies and public spirited citizens, is imperative for 
the welfare of Merrimack County.
